U.S. Is Using 
38 Wiretaps, 
Clark Says

Atty. Geo. Ramsey Clark, 
who controls authorizations for 
wiretapping by federal author- 
ities, says 38 taps are in opera- 
tion today. 

The new attorney general said 
yesterday that he considers wire- 
tapping justified only in cases of 
“national security where there 
is a direct threat to the secirity 
of this nation/’ 

Other uses would be “incom- 
patible with what we want for 
this country,” he said on CBS. 

“It is my judgment today that 
there are 38 wiretaps, there are 
no electronic surveillances other- 
wise, and that all of these are 
in the naticmal security area,” 
Clark said. 

Clark was sworn in as attorney 
general on Friday. 

Permission Written 

An aigency that wants to listen 
in on a telephone wire must sid>- 
mit a request to him, Clark 
said. Permission, if granted, is 
in writing.
